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Council Reconsiders Youth Board, 
Hears Capital Improvement Budgets

The Teen Club Board fail¬ 
ed in the 60’s. An attempt 
to begin again in 1973 also 
failed when only one person 
showed up to be appointed. 
Last fall Jeff Keir challeng¬ 
ed the city council to try 
again. 

“There's not enough recogni¬ 
tion to youth" said Coun¬ 
cil member Joseph Isaacs at 
counoil's September 17 meeting. 
“I'm prepared to support anoth¬ 
er attempt. The issues are there. 
I'm not sure about the interest." 

“Youth need a focal point. . . , 
I'm hoping it works," agreed 
Councihnember Edward Putens. 
“I'm not sure what the goal is." 

“It's an idea whose time,has 
come or just about or not quite 
there yet," offered Councilmem- 
ber Antoinette M. Bram, noting 
a bulge in the population at 
ages 11 to 13. 

Plan for Board 

Keir had recommended form¬ 
ing a group of five adults and 
two youths who would look at 
issues facing youth today—teen¬ 
age pregnancy, drugs, violence, 
child abuse, recreation, after¬ 
school care. The board could also 
act as advocate on issues within 
the city which affect young 
people—sucfh as the development 
of Schrom Hills Park, Greenbelt 
CAREB and the DARE program. 

Council next referred the pro¬ 
posal to two advisory boards for 
comment. The Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board (PRAB) in 
its report recommended using 
the city's 1973 ordinance, still 
in effect, for a Youth Advisory 
Board. Its purpose would be to 
provide a “youth perspective on 
matters affecting youth and their 
families . . , and thereby con¬ 
tribute to the city's policy-mak¬ 
ing and administrative process¬ 
es." The group should select its 
own areas of concern in addi¬ 
tion to responding to council's 
referrals, according to the report. 

The Commimity Relations Ad¬ 
visory Board (CRAB), in a June 
1990 report to council, recom¬ 
mended limiting board member¬ 
ship to teens and renaming it 
the Teen Advisory Board. They 
strongly recommended establish¬ 
ing such a board only if teens 
in the community established 
the goals and provided the im¬ 
petus for such an undertaking. 

Charlie Reuter, of Canning 
Terrace and a student at Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS), told council he is en¬ 
thusiastically interested in par¬ 
ticipating in the project, would 
serve on the board if appointed, 
and would bring many others 
with him. He preferred the board 
to encompass all youth and not 
just teens. 

Pat Mdlden, parent and rec¬ 
reation activi^ and president of 
the ERHS PTSA, also support¬ 
ed the idea. She recommended 
to council to get the word out 
to youth in places where they 
would notice and there would be 


a good response, 

Tom Renehan, chair of PRAB, 
rejected a proposal that a youth 
board could be a subcommittee 
of PRAB. He did not see their 
major focus to be recreation. 

CRAB and PRAB both noted 
that no one is coordinating in¬ 
formation about youth programs 
and services, a task that needs 
to be done. 

Council directed staff to re¬ 
vise the old ordinance and bring 
it back for consideration. The 
vote was unanimous. 

Matching Funds 

For Deferred Compensation 

Council tabled, at City Mana¬ 
ger James K. Giese^ recomi- 
mendation, consideration of which 
groups of city employees might 
receive matching funds in a de¬ 
ferred compensation plan. He is 
further recommending that 
matching funds be added to the 
planned cafeteria package of 
benefits which is expected to be 
ready by January. 

Councilmember Thom'as X. 
White objected to the move. He 
later told the News Review that 
he believes the matching funds 
program is inappropriate for a 
cafeteria-style plan where em¬ 
ployees are picking health and 
dental benefits. He expressed 
concern for those employees who 
had expected the program to be 
put in place now and were plan¬ 
ning to use it. 

Employees under the pension 
plan (least costly for the city 
and offering less benefits to the 
employee) have ibeen receiving 
matching funds, up to five per¬ 
cent of salary, for deferred com¬ 
pensation. Employees under the 
older retirement plan and law 
enforcement officers UTwler their 
new 25-year pension plan have 

Gas Distribution Affected 

By Price Discrimination 

An investigation of gasoline 
price increases, prompted by 
distributors after the August 2 
invasion of Kuwait, revealed 
that major oil companies in¬ 
creased prices to distributors by 
25 percent, nearly twice the in¬ 
crease to dealer-supplied retail 
service stations, according to 
Maryland State Comptroller 
Liouis L. Goldstein. Fifty per¬ 
cent of Maryland retail service 
stations are affected by the dis¬ 
criminatory pricing which eo-uld 
result in a gasoline market dis¬ 
ruption, he said in his report to 
Governor William Schaeffer. 

Major oil convpanies argue 
that they are adhering to Presi¬ 
dent Bush's request to hold down 
gas prices by offering low prices 
for direct sale to retail stations. 
Goldstein says the upward trend 
of gas prices appears to be con¬ 
tinuing, however. 

“Should the discriminatory 
pricing policy drive distributors 
o-ut of business, consumJers face 
a loss of comiX>etition, a loss of 
service stations and most cer¬ 
tainly a further escalation of 
prices." Goldstein said.

R11, R15, R2 Bus Routes 
Changed September 30 

The Rll and R15 commuter 
bus routes will change begin¬ 
ning on Sunday, September 30. 
The R15 will now serve only 
Greenbelt East The Rll bus 
will now serve Springhill Lake 
and central Greenbelt. 

When traveling from Green¬ 
belt to the New Carrollton Met¬ 
ro station, the R15 will travel 
via Hanover Parkway, Mandan 
Road, Ora Glen Drive, Hanover 
Parkway, Princess Garden Park¬ 
way, Annapolis Road, 85th Av¬ 
enue, and Ellin Road. The R15 
bus will use the Route 450 side 
of the New Oarrollton Metro 
station. 

The first stop on the R15 
route in the morning will be 
at Hanover Parkway and Green¬ 
belt Road. The bus will leave 
this stop at 6:30 a.m., 7 a.m. 
and 7:30 a.m. It will arrive at 
the New Oarrollton Metro sta¬ 
tion at 6:43 a.m., 7:13 a.m. and 
7:43 a.m. In the evening the 
R15 will leave New Carrollton 
Metro station at 5:15 p.m., 5:30 
p.m., and 6:15 p.m. 

When traveling from Green¬ 
belt to the New Carrollton Met¬ 
ro station, the Rll bus will trav¬ 
el down Greenbelt Road, Cherry- 
wood Lane, Breezewood Drive, 
Springhill Lane, Springhill 
Drive, Edmonston Road, Kenil¬ 
worth Service Roadway, Green¬ 
belt Road, Kenilworth Avenue, 
Crescent Road, Hillside Road, 
Laurel Hill Rcmd, Ridge Road, 
Gardenway, Crescent Road, 
Southway, the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway, 1-95, Corporate 
Drive, and Garden City Drive. 

The first stop of the Rll 
route will be at Beltway Plaza 
at 6:35 a.m.. 7:20 a.m., and 7:50 
a.m. It will arrive at the first 
bus stop in central Greenbelt, 
Crescent and Ridge Roads at 
6:44 a.m., 7:29 a.m., and 7:59 
a.m. It will arrive at the New 
Carrollton Metro station at 7 
a.m., 7:45 a.m., and 8:17 a.m. 
It will leave the Metro station 
in the evening at 4:45 p.m., 5:30 
p.m. and 6 p.m. 

The R2, R4, R6, and R7 routes 
will change on Sunday, Septem¬ 
ber 30 by adding more weekday 
rush hour buses. The R2 goes 
along Route 1, from Calverton 
to the Brookland Metro station. 


Sunrise Developers Appeal Slopwork 


The Board of Appeals for 
Prince Georges County^ sitting as 
tbe Board of Administrative Ap¬ 
peals, will consider an appeal filed 
by the Sunrise Apartment devel¬ 
opers dealing with a “Stop Work 
Order" issued in May by the 
county Department of Environ¬ 
mental Resources. The hearing 
will be held on Tuesday, October 
30 in the County Administration 
Building in Upper Marlboro. 

At the time the “Stop Work 
Order" was issued, the Sectional 
Map Amendment (SMA) for the 
Langley Park-College Park 
Greenbelt Master Plan was ad¬ 
opted by the County Council, sit¬ 
ting as the District Council (May 
1). The SMA had down-zoned the 
10 acre Sunrise tract in Green¬ 
belt East from the R-10 high 
rise apartment category (maxi¬ 
mum 48 units an acre) to the R- 
18-C condominium apartment 
zone (maximum 20 units an 
acre). 

At issue was whether the de¬ 


veloper had performed enough 
work on the 476-unit apartment 
complex prior to the SMAs adop¬ 
tion to proceed with the project. 

The developers maintained that 
they should be able to move a- 
head in the R-10 zone. They not¬ 
ed that a permit was obtained in 
December 1989 and footings 
were poured. 

After reviewing the matter, 
County Attorney Michael Whalen 
said that the two footings poured 
in December 1989 were “insuffic¬ 
ient" support for construction of 
that size. 

In his letter to the city, County 
Executive Parris Glendening sta¬ 
ted that “neither I nor the Coun¬ 
ty Attorney share" the opinion 
of the developer (Sunrise Proper¬ 
ties) that “it has acquired suf¬ 
ficient vested rights in the earlier 
issued building permit to allow 
it to develop the property in ac¬ 
cordance with that which is per¬ 
missible under the R-10 zone."

Metro Needs to Purchase 
Nearby Replacement Land 

If it is considered necessary to 
construct a Metro train storage 
yard on Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center land, I believe 
that undeveloped private land 
should be purchased as replace¬ 
ment. There are very good rea- 
ons why the Washington Metro¬ 
politan Area Transit Authority 
should acquire a portion of the 
A. H. Smith property as replace¬ 
ment open space. 

Indian Creek flows past the 
Metro station/train yard and con¬ 
tinues through the Smith pro¬ 
perty, where at Greenbelt Road, 
the bicycle path follows Indian 


Creek through College Park and 
Riverdale to Bladensburg. Ex¬ 
tending this bicycle path through 
a restored Indian Creek to the 
future Metro station would en¬ 
hance Metro travel and add tre¬ 
mendously to the quality of life 
in the area. 

Since construction of the Met¬ 
ro station/train yard is resulting 
in the loss of wetlands and wood¬ 
lands, the water quality of Indi¬ 
an Creek, the Anacostia River 
and ultimately the Chesapeake 
Bay is being adversely affected. 
Restoration and creation of wet¬ 
lands on the Smith property 
which is located immediately 
down stream from the future 
Metro station, would act as a fil¬ 
ter to capture sediment and im¬ 
purities from the Metro station/ 
train yard. Bill Schultz, a biolo¬ 
gist from the Fish and Wildlife 
service, stated at the city coun¬ 
cil meeting on December 18, 1989, 
that ^^the best location for a wet¬ 
lands mitigation site is the Smith 
property.” Other environmental¬ 
ists have confirmed this opinion. 

The County Council recently 
zoned the Smith property for 
high density development — as 
much as twice the size of Capital 
Office Park, according to Joe 
Chang, county planner. The pro¬ 
posal for replacement open space 
would assure that a portion of 
land near the future Metro would 
be reserved in its natural state 
for the pleasure of nearby resi¬ 
dents. 

A river park and restored wet¬ 
lands site could be in harmony 
with development proposals for 
the property. Therefore, coop¬ 
eration with the land owner is 
possible. , 

The most important benefit of 
the replacement idea is that it 
would not delay completion of 
the Green Line. 

I believe that this proposal is 
responsible, and is consistent with 
the goals of completing Metro, 
restoring the Anacostia River 
and preserving woodlands while 
stimulating economic develop¬ 
ment near the future Greenbelt 
Metro station. Congressman 
Hoyer, Councilman Castaldi and 
County Executive dendening, 
who have worked hard for the 
completion of Metro and econom¬ 
ic development, need widespread 
support for such a plan to be¬ 
come reality,

Josephine Jane Scheibel died 
Thursday, Septem^ber 20. Bom 
in Pittsburgh in 1937, Jo en¬ 
tered art school at age 7, In 
high school she studied fashion 
illustration, then received a 
scholarship to attend the Art 
Institute of Pittsburgh from 
1956 to 1958. 

In 1956 Jo married Merle E. 
Scheibel. Together they raised 
three children—Gregg, Kim and 
Lorie. On Labor Day 1961 the 
family moved to Greenbelt. Dur¬ 
ing those years Jo joined the 
Woman’s Club and supported her 
children in their activities: Gregg 
in sports and the girls in cheer¬ 
leading and majorettes. She also 
gave art lessons to Greenbelt 
children in her home, then at 
the Youth Center and the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen¬ 
ter, and much later she taught 
art to seniors at Green Ridge 
House. 

At the same time, she contin¬ 
ued her own art endeavors. She 
was president of the Greenbelt 
Art Guild from 1967 to 1969, 
coordinated and participated in 
the Labor Day Festival Art 
Shows and brought in tha Wash¬ 
ington Post art critic as judge. 
She received commissions for 
commercial art from companies 
and from a major airline for 
fine art. She sold and gave away 
her art as gifts to friends, fam¬ 
ily, members of the community 
and others around the country. 

When her children went to col¬ 
lege, at their urging and with 
their financial support she joined 
them as a full-time student, com¬ 
pleting the formal education she 
had postponed to raise a family. 
The children remember those 
days with their mother *'the per¬ 
fect college roommate.” At Mary¬ 
land she became a teaching as¬ 
sistant while studying under 
artist Jack Dillinger, graduating 
cum laude in 1982 with a Bache¬ 
lor of Fine Arts degree. 

After graduation she again 
needed to support her art by 
working full-time for the Vet¬ 
erans Administration as a per¬ 
sonnel specialist. She exhibited 
her paintings, taking prizes at 
the University and at other gal¬ 
leries and shows involving art¬ 
ists from Greenbelt, Washington 
and Laurel. This August, two of 
her works were selected for a 
juried show at Harmony House 
Gallery with Professional Art¬ 
ists of Greenbelt and the South¬ 
ern Maryland Art League. 

Jo enjoyed supporting her 
favorite politicians and served 
as a member of the city’s 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board. A member of the Wal¬ 
lace Memorial Presbyterian 
Church, she supported a Young 
Life group which met in her 
home. 

Her children are planning a 
retrospective art show in her 
memory, (See separate article). 

In addition to her three chil¬ 
dren, Jo is survived by her 
mother, Carmella Pilotta; a sis¬ 
ter, Mary Seamen- and three 
hr<^'Hhers. T.ouis P., Vincent and 
Michael Pilotta; and four grand- 
chi’ iren.

Recreation Reyiew Current Affairs 


(Continued from page one) 
Fund II, which originated with 
the 19^7 $6,000,000 bond issue, 
will provide $3,510,000 to com¬ 
plete the indoor pool, the final 
project in this fund. 

C.I. Fund III contains funds 
from the $1,000,000 bond issue 
approved by voters in 1989 to 
develop Schrom Hills Park in 
Greenibelt East. This year $1,- 
213,500 is budgeted in this ac¬ 
count for planning, design and 
construction. Other revenues 
come from state open space 
grants, $165,600; interest on in¬ 
vestments, $53,000; and transfer 
from capital projects fund, $129,- 
400. 

CJ. Fund’ IV, a new fund, 
will be established for the $3,- 
000,000 bond issue approved by 
voters also in 1989 for financir^ 
the cost <xf renovating Center 
School as a community center. 
Expenditures budgeted for this 
year are $280,000. While the 
bonds have not yet been sold, 
other monies have been acquired 
by the fund: a special state grant 
of $150,000 and a transfer from 
the Capital Projects Fund of 
$230,000 (originally contributed 
by the Maryland-iNational Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion). Several state grants are 
anticipated for the next fiscal 
year to help create the appro¬ 
priate spaces for Adult Day 
Care and an Adult Activities 
CJenter; also funds set aside 
for development of a community 
center at North End Scfhool. The 
bulk of the funds are anticipated 
to be spent during 1991-92, fol¬ 
lowing completion of a new 
school at the North End site. 

The Capital Injects Fund is 
used for capital projects using 
a portion of the tax rate each 
year. Projects for the eomang 
year range from street resurfac- 
iittg to replacing a gym floor, 
from a new women's locker 
room for the Youth Center to 
acquisition of the Steiner pro-p- 
erty as part of Schrom Hills 
Park. Monies to supplement the 
other budgets, C.I. Fund II, 
HI and IV, have been accumu¬ 
lating here for several years as 
welL Total funds available are 
$2,975,814. 

In a fifth budget, the Com- 
munity Development Block 
Grant Fund, $519,437 will be 
spent this year: on the recon- 
struction of Centerway, $384,437, 


and EdmPnston Road, $75,000, 
and the engineering costs of im¬ 
provements to the Roosevelt 
Center parking lots, $60,000. 
Next year's tentative expendi¬ 
tures are reconstruction of Park- 
way, $60,000, and more engineer¬ 
ing and design work on the 
parking lots at the Center, $65,- 
000 . 

Other Items 

Council: 

—Broadened its standing rules 
to require that written notice of 
public meetings of council, in¬ 
cluding work sessions where pos¬ 
sible, now be displayed on the 
city's cable TV channel, B-10, 
in addition to the bulletin board 
of the Municipal Building and 
in the Greenbelt News Review. 
Where possible the agenda of 
all such meetings should be in¬ 
cluded. 

—Requested targeted area 
status for Roosevelt Center from 
the State Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Clommunity Develop¬ 
ment in order to apply for a 
State Action Loan. State Action 
Loans are designed to promote 
commercial redevelopment and 
economic revitalization in tar¬ 
geted areas. The city staff be¬ 
lieves the Center will qualify 
for targeted area status. 

—Approved a topography sur¬ 
vey for the area of the public 
works compound being considered 
for a prefabricated storage 
building. 

—Accepted portions of Cher- 
rywood L^ne and Hanover Park¬ 
way into the city's street sys¬ 
tem. 

—Returned to the Employee 
Relations Board an employee's 
grievance issue to be reviewed/ 
reconsidered with the em¬ 
ployee's attorney present. 

—Directed staff to write let¬ 
ters to the Maryland Congres¬ 
sional delegation urging them 
to oppose any limit by Congress 
to the deducting of State and 
local taxes from federal income 
tax. 

—Waived bid procedures to 
purchase police professional lia¬ 
bility insurance through A. R. 
Keir, Inc. and multi-peril pack¬ 
age, business automotive lia¬ 
bility and physical damage, um¬ 
brella excess liability and pub¬ 
lic officials' liability insurance 
coverage through McFarlin In¬ 
surance Agency.

JOPS TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again ! 

A while ago I talked about the oxygen sensor, located in the 
exhaust system with one or two wires coming from it and resemb¬ 
ling a spark plug. Ah. now you remember. Well this past week 
we had a vehicle with a drivability comifiaint and a mileage loss 
complaint. The engine was completely tuned up around two weeks 
ago with all new ignition components, but the condition actually 
worsened because the owner performed the tune up himself. We 
didn't know the validity of the job performed; after a road test 
and a visual we got the feeling of how badly this vehicle was per¬ 
forming. The actual tune up was pretty much in line and was not 
a factor on how the engine was performing at this time. While 
performing a singular emission component check with a digital 
volt and ohm meter, we eliminated most of the trouble and routine 
checks. The next test was the oxygen sensor test. At this point 
we felt that could be a cause but nothing out of the ordinary. Wow 
it seemed like the oxygen sensor was on vacation at the time we 
tested it for voltage. No wonder the engine was running terribly. 
We ordered one up and popped it in and retested the circuits. Now 
things are happening . The power increased, the stumble was gone, 
and probably the mileage came back. Only the next fill up will 
tell that. At that point we checked the mileage over 50 thousand 
57 to be exact, and it was the original oxygen sensor. No prevent¬ 
ive maintenance scheduling was ever done in this department. 
This is no good. This type of repair could have gotten out of hand 
very quickly, like a necessary component replacement Vehicle 
owners buy all kinds o-f tuneup components that they think they 
need, not counting unscrupulous people who just sell replacement 
parts instead of fixing things. Well all's well in this department, 
TILL NEXT TIME ! ! !
